Mr. Frye stated that according to 
law such a petition as he has remains 
in his hands for ten days and is then 
filed with the board of elections.

stated that if City Solicitor Ashcraft 
rendered an opinion that the petition 
was not legal, that he would not file 
it with the board of elections.

The Lighting System 


In frtudjr.g: the electric lighting sys- 


tem 01" the automobile, lot us- first see 
what ur.its are necessary in it 


First oC all \ve must ha^e the lights, 


then we must have a souicf of current, 
or the battery, then, in order to be 
;vble to turn tiif lights on or off at will 
«-e mu&t have a set of switches, and al- 
so, in order to prevent the burning out 
of the lights, TMI-CS or other units, in 
cas,e of a bhort circuit, some safety de- 


ice, as a. safet\ fuse. 
A«s jou all know the light is obtained 
rom an electric bulb. This is <i glass 
buib. from which all the air has been 
!ra\vn, and in which there is a "fila- 
ment" of fine wire made of some ma- 
terial, such as tur.gston, which has a 
very high resistance to the flow of 
electric current. Due to this resistance, 
when current 
flows through it, the 


ilament becomes ' \\hite hot" and so 
;ives out light. 


Should too much go through the fila- 


ment, as might happen when there is 
a short circuit, when certain wires he- 
come disconnected, or 
when certain 


\vires become crossed, the filament will

In the two-wire method, a sep- 


arate wire, instead of the "ground," 
is used for the returning current, two 
wires going to each unit.

In Fig 1 I gi\ e a wiring diagram for 


the lights using the single wire method, 
land in Fig. 2. one using the two-wire 
method. 
In Fig. 1 I have placed the 


fuses between the battery and switch, 
while in Fig. 2, the fuses are between 
the switch and lights.

Where the fuse is in a red fibre, there 
is a little ring printed on its side. When 
the fuse burns on; this will become 
black, as a rule. 
Changing the fuses 


around will also t< 11 you if a certain 
fuse is "blown." 


While the lighting system, with its 


units, the battery, switches, fuses and 
lights, is a separate and Independent 
.system, the ignition system, the gener- 
ator, and the starting motor, are also 
connected to the battery, and so In or- 
der to save wires and to reduce the 
chance of short circuits, etc., the var- 
ious systems are connected together. 


It would bo well for you to trace th<> 


wiring of your car, with the wiring 
diagram; which you will find in your 
Instruction book as a guide. 


In tracing, remember that you have 


four systems, namely, th« Hunting *y«- 
tern, the units of which •», the battery, 
r.vltcho«, fuses and llfhtt: the charting 
•y-twn, ttw unit* or wfeMfc «!»»*" 


due to a disconnected or broken wire 
which can be found by tracing the cir 
ci:its 
It may be due to a short circuit, 


also found by tracing the circuit and 
by lookinb for a bare spot on the wires, 
I| a bare spot is found, wind insulating 
tape around it. Short circuits are very 
liable to be found at the ends of wires, 
or at terminals. 


A short circuit in one of the other 


systems will affect th$ lighting systems, 
as by giving an easy passage for the 
current, not enough will go to the 
lights to make them burn. 


A blown fuse, discharged battery, or 


faulty switch will also be the cause of 
the lights falling to burn. 


Dim lights will be due to a weak bat- 
tery, short circuit, "poorly connected 
wire, or dirty or faulty switch. 


Whore fuses blow 
out 
constantly, 
there is probably a short circuit, an 
incorrectly connected or a crossed wire. 
When fuses blcrw freely try to find the 
cause before replacing the burnecl.out 
fuse, and always be careful to usi a 
fuse of the same amperage as that 
originally furnished by the maker 


An instruction book is furnished with 


every car. Owners should very care 
fully study this, especially as regards 
the electrical apparatus, paying partly 
ular attention to the "cautions" given 
therein. With some systems, especially 
where the car has a magneto, when the 
storage battery Is taken out of the car 
In order to bo charged, certain wires 
will have to be disconnected from the 
generator, or the lights will be burned 
out.
